The Whitehead torpedo, which is the 
projectile in general use in the United 
States navy, although the Howell is used 
to some extout, is an automobile device. I 
In the center of the projectile, which is 
j made in siz*« of 10 and 18 feet in length, 
is a cylinder for the reception of com­ 
pressed air, which feeds the mechanism 
in the tail of the torpedo. 
In front cf 
the cylinder for compressed air is placed 
the warhead, which usually contains 
about 220 pounds of gnu cotton. 
When the torpedo is prepared for ac­ 
tion it is placed in a firing tube. 
This 
I tube being discharged throws tho pro- 
, jectile a distance of 15 or 20 feet, and 
the compressed air in the tank is re­ 
leased aud supplies the motive power 
for the mechanism in the tail. 
Enough 
compressed air is stored to carry the 
torpedo 1,000 or 1,800 yards. 
When the 
projectile strikes au object the gnu cot­ 
ton is exploded by detonation by means 
of a charge of fulminate of mercury in 
the form of a cap. 
The force of the 
discharge of 210 pounds of gun cotton 
is sufficient to sink a warship.

The groat Internal heat that rendered 
the Amphitrite inefficient Was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engino and boiler spares. The.se regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
could bo done in them, nod the lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur­ 
nace draft, smoke coming out freely 
from the holes in the furnace doom 
Aside from two small ash hoist tulles 
in the central part of the flrcrootn and 
a small escape hatch forward, there 
were no openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air 
Tho boilers reached nearly to the iron 
main deck of the vessel, aud as the air 
above them and between the deck bennis 
bad no escape it became greatly heated 
aud lay roasting in those spaces. It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat­

of 10 aud 18 feet in length, 
is a cylinder for the reception of com­ 
pressed air, which feeds the mechanism 
in the tail of the torpedo. 
In front cf 
the cylinder for compressed air is placed 
the warhead, which usually contains 
about 230 pounds of gun cotton. 
When the torpedo is prepared for ac­ 
tion it is placed in a firing tube. 
This 
tube being discharge:! throws the pro­ 
jectile a distance of 15 or 30 feet, and 
the compressed air in the tank is re­ 
leased and supplies the motive power 
for the mechanism in the tail. 
Enough 
compressed air is stored to carry the 
torpedo 1,000 or 1,800 yards. 
When the 
projectile strikes an object the gun cot­ 
ton is exploded by detonation by means 
j of a charge of fulminate of mercury in 
the form of a cap. 
The force of the 
discharge of 210 pounds of gun cotton 
is sufficient to sink a warship.
